In Maasachusctti We have a law 
Rgninst granting a liquor license within 
400 i'eet of a school house, nml we are 
apt to look on the southern states as be¬ 
hind the time*; but this is the way they 
manage in Tennessee. Xo grogshop is 
allowed within four miles of n chartered 
a. lmol, and this is the way it came 
about. A y.tnkee schoolmaster opened 
an ncademy which ho called a college, 
under a charter from the legislature. 
He leceivcd most cordial sujipori and 
pa ronage, but the saloons sprung up 
an and him and he soon found that 
ea. h afternoon many of his pupils were 
too much under the influence of alcho- 
ho! lo work. He nppenled to the legis¬ 
lature to give him relief, or he must 
close the college. As they could not 
by i heir constitution pass n special law 
for his case, they made tiie general law 
that no grogshop should exist within 
four miles of a chartered school; nml 
the result is that to-day there are in 
T» nnesscc four hundred chartered 
schools. 


A! t*ku. 

From a recent lecture by the Kcv- 
Slu-lilo.il Jackson, of the National Bu¬ 
rt an of Education, we glean some facts 
about that part of the United States, 
kii 'Tvn ns Alaska, which wc believe are 
n«»: generally umlerstood. \\ r e look on 
it as insignitieaiit in size, when in real¬ 
ity it i» as large ns all of tin* United 
Slates east <•! the Mississippi river ami 
north of Tennessee ami North Carolina. 
Il has a coast line, including islands, of 
-5.(100 miles, more than till the rest 
of lhe United States, and long enough 
indeed to make the circuit of the earth. 
With its peninsula and chain of Aleu¬ 
tian islands, it extends so far to the 
westward that San Francisco instead of 
being our most western city is really 
midway between our eastern and west¬ 
ern limits. 

This vast country has been under the 
control of the U. S. for sixteen years, 
and though having a population of 
thousands of people of three races, es- 
quimatix. Indian* and whites, the U. S. 
has as yet furnished for Alaska no gov¬ 
ernment and no system of schools. 
T hough coming from the rule of a na¬ 
tion wc are wont to regard our inferior 
in civilization, yet the fact remains that 
under our boasted rule the people of 
Alaska are deprived of privileges afford¬ 
ed them by Russia. The importance 
of Alaska is yet to be realized. Mr. 
Seward once Secretary of State remark¬ 
ed near the close of his life that lie re¬ 
garded tho purchase of Alaska as the 
most important act of his public life. 
Though paying over seven millions of 
dollars for it, il is the only purchased 
territory that has paid the interest on 
the investment trom the start. From 
two small islands in Behring's sea come 
all the seal skins which as cloaks have 
graced the women of America or Eu 
rop.i: and from the rent and royalty on 
these alone over $3U0,UU0 annually or 
more than four per cent of the invest¬ 
ment, has come. Over 3000 tons of 
codfish have been taken from the waters 
of southern Alaska, and in the same vi¬ 
cinity has been established four canner¬ 
ies for canning salmon. 

Mr. Jackson gives as wonderful re¬ 
ports of its resources as to forests, min¬ 
erals. (gold mines already having been 
established.) evidences of petroleum 
aud coal which crops out i»o freely as to 
be obtained by the crews of steam 
whaling vessels. And much of this 
great country is inhabitable; for at Sitka 
in southern Alaska, their winters are 
no colder than Kentucky winters nnd 
their summers arc as warm ns Minneso¬ 
ta summers. Only 4 times in 45 years 
ha# the mercury reached zero at that 
place. 

In the uorth there are the uncivilized 
esquimau aud Indian people nmong 
whom slavery, witchcraft, torture nnd 
human sacrifices are practiced with no 
restraint, while on the peninsula aud 
islands are about 5000 esqulnmux living 
in houses furnished with appliances of 
civilization even to musical instruments 
every man having his broadcloth suit 
anti some of tho women a silk dress, 
while tea smuggled from .Siberia i© in 
common use throughout the country. 

Is it not time that the U. S. did some¬ 
thing to give those people, the oue part 
so deserving and the other so needing 
it, u good government and an educa¬ 
tional system? Six hills have already 
been proposed ill the preseut congress 
looking to these ends aud it is to be 
hoped that congressmen shall be made 
to feel ttiat there is a ntiment behind 
them throughout the land demanding 
action,

High iu.J dry—A thirsty glrufli 


A Typical Mexican City. 

A correspondent writes that Chihua 
hua is a lino and typical Mexican city 
of 20,000 inhabitants, of which number 
perhaps 2000 are of foreign birth— 
Germans, Americans and some Chinese. 

I was told thnt thoro was probably not 
half a dozen stoves in use by the entiro 
Mexican population, nearly all of their 1 
cooking being done over an earthen 
vessel in which a few sticks or bits of 
charcoal are placed, or more rarely in 
an open fireplace. Coni has not been 
found in Northern Mexico, and all of 
the wootl is in the form of faggots of 
pinon or liveoak, brought from the 
mountains on tho backs of burros, 
each load of which (about three or 
four armfuls) costs GO cents, and must 
pay a municipal duty on entering the 
city. Even at the leading hotel, only 
the kitchen and one other room occir 
pied by the family of tho proprietor 
has a stovo or any provision for fire. 
In the office the only heat was derived 
from a small earthen vessel sot in the 
corner, in which some charcoal was 
burning. Glass windows are also a 
luxury In the city, and in nil Mexico. 
A few* of the stores and better dwell¬ 
ings have recently placed glass win¬ 
dows in the street-fronts, but by far 
tho greater portion aro- closed with 
heavy wooden shutters behind grated 
iron bars, and when light is required 
either the entiro shutter is opened or a 
smaller one set into the larger. As in 
tho city all houses aro built on tho 
street line, and are rarely over one 
story in bight, a person walking along 
the narrow sidewalks can easily look 
in through these openings and observe 
the domestic economy of the occupants. 
The houses all have one main entrance, 
with large double doors leading 
through a passage to tho plaziln, or 
inner court, anti through this access is 
had to all tho apartments. These 
plazitas aro universally open to tho 
sky, and nearly all of them are filled 
with (lowers and trees, such as the fig, 
pomegranate, orange, etc., which, be¬ 
ing sheltered from tho windows, grow 
luxuriantly. Few of the rooms, ex¬ 
cept thoso fronting the stroet, have 
any windows, all light corning in 
through the open door, which fact I 
mournfully comprehend, as 1 am now 
occupying such a room, and am com¬ 
pelled, lor light, to sit with my doors 
w ide open, ntut my chilled fingers can 
with difficulty guide my pen. 

Fortunately these spasms of cold 
are rare and of brief duration. Ex- 
Gov. George T. Anthony, of Kansas, 
tells me that two weeks ago he could 
have given me luscious strawberries 
and cream, the Iruit picked from his 
own vines in the open air, anil even 
now his garden is bright with roses 
and fragrant flowers. Hu says that 
many of the small fruits bear two 
crops a year, tho first blossoming in tho 
early spring aud again in the late fall. 
Hoses are almost perennial, ami we 
picked Uoweis today by tho roadside 
even while the snowfiakes were hilling 
upon them. 

The Tli inir Eucalypti!*# 

Where there is surplus moisturo to 
dispose of, as, for oxample, a cesspool 
to keep dry, a large eucalyptus will ac¬ 
complish not a little, and a group of 
them will dispose of a vast amount cf 
house sewage. But if you have 
watei which you do not wish to ex¬ 
haust, as iu a good well, it would bo 
wise to put the eucalyptus very far 
away. Daniel Sweet, of Bay Island 
farm, Alameda county, recently found 
a curious root formation of tho eucal¬ 
yptus in tho bottom of his well, about 
sixteen feet below the surface. Tho 
trees to which the roots belonged stand 
fifty feet from the well. Two shoots 
pierced through tho brick wall of tho 
well, and, sending off millions of libers, 
formed a dense mat that completely 
covered the bottom of the well. Most 
of these libers are no larger than 
threads, and are so woven and inter¬ 
twisted us to form a Hiatus iuipenetra- 
l'io and strong as though regularly 
woven in a loom. The mat when first 
taken out of tho well wai water-soak¬ 
ed an 1 covered with mud, and nearly 
all a man could lift, but when dry it 
was nearly as soft to touch as wool, 
ami weighed only a few ounces. This 
is a good illustration of how tho eueal- 
\ ptus absorbs moisture, its roots go.'ng 1 
| o far as to find water, pushing them- 
1 selves through a brick wall, iind then 
d v eloping enormously after the water 
j is reached. Mr. Sweet thinks ono oi 
' the causes of the drying up of wells is 
j the insatiable thirst of tlieso vegetable 
j monsters.

Poisonous Wall Paper. 

The following eminating from a 
Arm of practical manufacturers, of Ed- 1 
ingburg, may boa useful contribution I 
to the discussion on the subject of pol- | 
sonous colors in wall papers: “In u 
long nnd practical experience as color 
manufacturers, we have never known 
arsenic used in tho manufacture of any 
color suitable for wall paper except 1 
emerald green. This bright and beau- | 
tiful color has never been equaled by 
any no-arsenical green; but it is ex¬ 
pensive, and of very poor covering 
properties. For greens, blacks, blues, 
browns, rods, yellows, etc., either dry i 
or in oil, tho color maker has no need j 
to use arsenic, and we cannot conceive 
what object would be served by his j 
doing so, and certainly ho would not i 
do so in reducing a color to a tint with 
white. Years ago, a yellow was used ( 
called ‘king’s,’ or ‘canary’ yellow, con¬ 
taining arsenic; hut it is long out of 
dato, and. was only used by coach 
painters. Tho whole matter rests 
upon tho medium by which tho tint 
or color is fixed to the paper or wall, 
and the volatility of any component I 
part. Even emerald green ia perfectly 
harmless if properly secured by oil or 
varnish; but when used in cheap and 
showy papers where there is little or 
no fixed material, we can understand 
thero is danger if exposed to undue 
heat. In belter class papers it is sel¬ 
dom used. lu regard to abstaining 
from the use of poisonous metallic 
substances in tho manufacture of wall 
papers, wo can only say, that, unless 
scraped off and eaten, they are perfect¬ 
ly harmless.”

M. Banderalf 
points out that tho English railway^ 
have one advantage to start with, foa 
it is not obligatory, as it is in uu st 
foreign countries, to slacken at crus* 
ings. In the matter of fares, England 
und France enjoy the distinction o\ 
charging third class passengers more 
than any other country except Turkey. 
The average fare in Turkey is 8.75 
centimes per kilometre (§ mile), in 
Franco fi.75, and lu England 0.74. 
Norway is by far the cheapest country 
for railway traveling, the third cIlss 
fares there averaging 1.4 centimes, and 
next comes Russia and Belgium, where 
the average fare is 4.75 centimes pax 
kilometre.
